The Farm Bureau is not encouraging city-bred 
servicemen or war workers, who know little or 
nothing about California’s highly specialized agri¬ 
culture, to try to make a living out of the soil. 
For most such men, if suddenly launched on a 
farming career, would be foredoomed to failure. 
But the men who have been raised on California 
farms, and who know California conditions, can 
make a success operating their own farms the 
bureau believes, and the farming industry intends 
to give them a helping hand in getting started. 

That, we believe, is practical post-war planning 

_and the Farm Bureau will undoubtedly have the 

whole-hearted support of the other major farm 
organizations in making the program a successful 
reality. __ 

See a Danger Signal 

Laymen by the millions, increasingly burdened 
by federal dabbling in their affairs, began some 
years ago to get worried about paternalism in 
government. Businessmen, seeing their rights of 
judgment, decision and operation in their own 
concerns controlled or usurped on every hand, be¬ 
gan to preach that government monopoly is as 
dangerous in the long run as private monopoly. 

They were alone in the pulpit for a long time, 
but gradually have been joined by others who see 
the danger, too. Recently, men whose major con¬ 
cern is the spiritual welfare of society, have been 
preaching similar sermons warning against the 
paternalistic beginnings of authoritarian govern, 
ment. 

The Catholic Press Association now comes for¬ 
ward condemning vigorously government which 
"under the guise of emergency legislation, might 
jeopardize the freedoms granted by our Constitu¬ 
tion and Bill of Rights. Protestant, Jewish and 
Catholic leaders, joining to promulgate their "7 
points for peace,” apparently saw no promise, 
either, in continued governmental paternalism. 

It Is significant when religious leaders, repre¬ 
senting such a huge segment of society generally, 
and acting as unselfish and politically unbiased 
representatives of the Church, feel the need to 
speak out on such a serious matter. 

It is hoped that the churchmen's exhortation will 
be accorded the attention by government leaders, 
both elected and appointed, which has been largely 
denied the similar pleas of laymen. 

Ceiling Unlimited 


r ns week I want to write something of the 
pastoral life of the Swiss people in the valleys 
and Alps. The word Alp means a mountain- 
pasture, not a mountain-peak. The Alp is really 
a grassy slope covered with gentians, violets, an¬ 
emones, pansies, harebells, alpenrosli or red 
rhododendrons and other flowers, but the name 
has come to mean a chain of mountains as we 
speak of the Alps. Between the ranges are nu- 
merous beautiful valleys, along which are scattered 
little villages, farms, cattle stalls made of pine 
logs, some of them high up on the mountain sides. 

Tne poet wrote of "the hillside all sprinkled with 
farms;” and the farms and chalets where the same 
families have lived for generations, besides sup¬ 
porting a hardy people have also contributed a 
special beauty to the mountain scenes. In a new 
country, say on "the rim of the world” near San 
Bernardino we have a rough picture sometimes of 
blackened stumps, debris and rubbish and untended 
forests, while in the older country, cultivated for 
hundreds of years, with patches of bright green 
meadow and lawn, smoothed in pleasant lines, the 
stones gathered into walls, and warm-colored build¬ 
ings "sprinkled on the hillsides” between the 
carefully tended woods and rivulets we have some¬ 
thing that set3 off the beauty of the snowy peaks 
for which they serve as a foundation and a con. 
trast. 

T HE people who live on,the farm? have a right 
to be a proud people. John Addington Sy- 
monds, who lived for a time in Switzerland, 
sai dthat if the country were not a republic, many 
of the farm families would have a right to titles 
as old as those of monarchical lands. Living on 
small farms, they have a system of common lands 
in which all the inhabitants have a right to pas¬ 
ture their cows, horses, sheep and goats, whether 
they have large herds or only a couple of goats. 
When the snow has melted from the lower pas- 
ture slopes, the cattle are let out of their stables 
to feed on the fresh grass and flowers. Each herd 
used to have the queen-cow, with a great cowbell. 
In 1937 all the cows seemed to have bells, whose ! 
echoes made a mysterious music. When the snows 
have disappeared from the next higher ranges of 
the Alps, the cows move up for a month and 
finally are taken up to the highest pasture for a 
couple of months. The herdsmen have a lonely 
"sennhutte,” a log cabin with a low roof weighted 
with stones, containing straw beds and cheese¬ 
making utensils. I used to hear them blow their 
alp-horn, a strange wooden instrument, six or eight 
feet long, at sunset. In some Alps it served not 
only to call the cattle, but as the "Angelus," and 
as it echoed from the other Alps, men uncovered 
their heads, repeated their evening prayer, before 
putting the cattle to rest. In the long winters 
when the snow is deep, and the cattle are all safe

T HE family farm will support only a few per¬ 
sons at one time, and it has been the custom 
for the brothers on the farm to leave one of 
their, number to carry on, while the others have 
gone, in the middle ages, in great numbers to 
be mercenaries in foreign armies and navies and 
to work in foreign lands. There is still a Swiss 
guard in Italy at the Vatican.

Many of the Swiss 
have come to our country for vine-growing and 
dairying, delicate instrument making and other 
fine work. The Swiss are supreme in mechanical 
engineering, funicular railways and the like in 
their own land.. Sometimes there comes back to 
the quiet valley one of the brothers who has pros¬ 
pered in America. He may have on a well-tailored 
suit and a gold watch chain and other evidences 
of wealth. Perhaps he has been mayor in his 
town. He may think the homefolks’ ways are 
funny and behind the times, but in the little brown 
village with its white church and surrounding 
farms, there has been peace and frugal security 
and honesty and kind neighborliness, all contrib¬ 
uting to the making of the most stable democracy 
on earth, and a country where all the world goes 
to make international leagues and labor councils, 
and, to hold conferences for prosperity 'and peace. 
As the Bible says: "They shall not be ashamed 
when they speak with their enemies in the gate.” 
But I think the Swiss have no enemies. 

r IE Swiss like ourselves have a country where 
different nationalities have lived together for 
generations in peace and. harmony. Most of 


| the war, they’ll have better tires 
than they had before Pearl Har¬ 
bor.

To some countries—whose problems we have 
helped to solve more than once with material aid 
in times of stress—that inclination has spelled 
only ingrown, inherent weakness as a nation. We 
are engaged now in proving the contrary. 

For years, America in Its richness and profligacy 
has entertained the erroneous idea that it can buy 
its way almost any place; that dollars take the 
place of diplomacy. Returning from an extensive 
survey trip in South America, Dr. Aurelia Henry 
Reinhardt, the eminent educator, remarked the 
other d'ay, "It is easier for us to decide how we 
in our wisdom would solve the problems of other 
people than it is to solve them. Understanding Is 
our first duty.”

It is certain 
some of our neighbors south of the Rio Grande 
cannot be said to have been won entirely by our 
liberal sprinkling of tourist gold over the years, 
any more surely than Japan was won by displays 
of supposed liberality. 

A real effort at understanding the thinking as 
well as the problems of the German and Japanese 

people—and the aspirations, too, of their leaders_ 

might have provided the forewarning we lacked | 
from the standpoint of preparation, for this war. 
Such understanding, built not on a great outpour¬ 
ing of American dollars, but on meticulous inter¬ 
est, study and attention, might well be a key to 
a measure of peaceful, if not wholly harmonious 
world relations in the future.

If good luck remains with us, 
we are at last on the road to 
some new fire equipment. This 
is none too soon. Because we 
have had such good fortune in 
the past, little thought has been 
given to the age of major equip¬ 
ment of the fire department. Now 
we find that it will wear out. 
Neglect of fire emergency equip¬ 
ment is penny wise and pound 
foolish. Instead of something to 
be proud of (as any city should 
be of Its fire apparatus), ours is 
to be ashamed of. A visit to 
other small cities will convince 
any citizen of this fact. 

Since the necessity of a new 
fire engine has been stressed by 
the foremen, the city council has 
made efforts to learn the needs 
and to cooperate with the men in 
replacing materials as soon as 
possible. The result is that “we 
are getting somewhere.” A new 
engine is now being proposed. 
Firemen and members of the 
council are doing their utmost to 
procure the best for the city’s 
needs. Our town is just a little 
different with its steep grades 
and mountain fire hazards. Un¬ 
fortunately for all, to apply now 
for priority and shipment of a 
new engine will require much 
time. Barring something like a 
miracle, it will probably be 
months before replacement can be 
made. The cost will be high as 
a single payment, but when the 
cost of the fire department is 
considered over the years and the 
insurance rate calculated, we will 
find that there is little to com¬ 
plain about. Whether you are a 
fireman or not. you must know 
that fire-fighting machinery is the 
number one emergency unit. To 
allow such apparatus to decline 
Is, to say the least, poor business.
